The Chilean Situation Again 
Serious. 


Washington Authorities Aroused by 
the Baltimore Inquiry. 


The President Sure of the United 
-Support of Congress. 


Close of the Investigation at Vallejo—Capt. 
Schley and His Officers Corroborate 
the Testimony of Their Blue 
Jackets. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasninoeton, Jan. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| There can be little 
doubt that the developments of the past 
few days in the investigation now being 
conducted at San Francisco by Judge 
Advocate-General Remey into the at- 
tack upon the Baltimore’s crew, the 
publication of the. testimony in the 
Shields case and the ugly demonstration 
at Valparaiso against the Yorktown’s 
gig crew had the effect to create\a very 
uneasy feeling at the capital. Sen- 
ators and Represenatives who have all 
along derided the idea of any serious 
result following the Chilean corre- 
spondence and who had the greatest 
confidence that Chile would soon ten- 
der an ample apology and make repa- 
ration for the misdeeds of her citizens, 
are now willing to admit privately that 
the situation is full of grave difficulties. 
One ominous sign is the great inactivity 
ot Congress in the matter. Heretofore 
it has been customary whenever a mat- 
ter of the smallest publicinterest is the 
subject of diplomatic correspondence 
for one or the two houses to cail upon 
the President for information. The 
gravity of the situation appears to 
have a repressive effect upon Congress. 

The situation in Congress is one of 
anxious waiting, in the hope that the 
President will soon relieve the general 
desire forinformation. Very naturally, 
Senators and members of the House 
who are members of committees having 
te relations in their charge are 
unwilling to express themselves at this 
juncture on the merits of a controversy 
with which they may soon have to deal 
officially, but from their private expres- 
sions it is clear that no party lines are 
to be drawn and the President will have 
the united support of Congress in the 
adoption of any measures hefeels neces- 
sary for the preservation of the dignity 
of the United States. Senator Morgan. 
a leading, Democratic member of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
is particularly indignant at the revela- 
tions in the case or Patrick Shields, the 
fireman of the American steamer 
Keweenaw. 

In the House members or the Foreign 
Affairs Committee have discouraged all 
who spoke to them in favor of calling 
for the correspondence. Members of 
the committee said it would not be wise 
to precipitate a discussion in the House 
while the correspondence is incomplete 
for fear that ill-codsidered utterances 
or action might result in embarrassing 
the negotiations, if, indeed, it did not 
prevent an honorable understanding be- 
ing reached. 

Secretary Tracy today received a ca- 
ble message from Commander Evans of 
the gunboat Yorktown at Valparaiso, 
saying that the last of the Chilean po- 
litical refugees who have been under 
protection at the different legations at 
Santiago were safely transferred to the 
Yorktown yesterday. There were 
seven of these refugees, five at the 
United States legation and two 
at the Spanish legation. They 
were accompanied from Santiago tothe 
Yorktown by the American, Italian and 
Spanish ministers and will remain on 
the vessel until the 16th, when they 
wil] be transferred to a Pacific Mail 
steamer scheduled to sail for Panama 
on that date en route for Europe. The 
dispatch says nothing in regard to the 
condition of affairs in Chili. It is there- 
fore assumed that there is nothing to 
report on that subject. 

The final report of Capt. Schley, com- 
manding the Baltimore, in regard to 
the assault, was received at the Navy 
Department today. In it Capt. Schley 
makes the positive statement that the 
only interview he ever had with Judge 
of Crimes Foster of Chile on the sub- 
ject of the attack on the Baltimore’s 
sailors occurred shortly after that event 
and before its full gravity was 
known and _ understood at Valpa- 
raiso. At this interview Capt. Schley 
says Judge Foster expressly stated 
to him that the cause ofthe attack 
was the hatred the lower class had for 
Americans because of the belief that the 
Americans had been on the side of Bal- 
maceda. This expression by Judge 
Foster is regarded by naval officers as 
highly significant. in view of his subse- 
quent statements in regard to the Bal- 
timore incident. The interview took 
place before the receipt of the Pres- 
ident’s note calling on the Chilean §ov- 
ernment for reparation. 

In reply toan inquiry as tothe truth 
ofthe report that an ultimatum de- 
manding an instant apology and repara- 
tion had been cabled to Chile, Presi- 
dent Harrison said he had'sent no ulti- 
matum to Chile, and is still devoting 
himself to careful examination of the 
voluminous Chilean correspondence. 


THE INQUIRY CLOSED. 

Important Testimony Given by Capt. 

Schley and His Officers. 

Jan. 138.—[By the Associa- 
ted Press.| The Baltimore inquiry was 
completed late this afternoon. It has 
lasted six days, and every aspect of 
the affair has been fully investigated. 
The first four days were taken up with 
the testimony of the men, who related 
their individual: experiences during the 
riot. By this the facts were -clearly 
brought out that the attack was pre- 
meditated, and that the police and sol- 
diers aided the mob intheir deadly 
work. On the fifth day the medical 
officers of the ship testified asto the 
wounds received by the Baltimore's 
men, a4ndas to the criminal neglect of | 
the wounded sailors ig the Valparaiso | 
hospital, the authorities refusing to at- 


tend ex men themselves or to allow | 


the Baltimore's surgeons to do so. 
day several senicr officers testifi 
the legal proceedings in Val 
bringing out clearly the utter failure of 
the Valparaiso court to establish any- 
thing to the detriment of the sailors and 
the care which the court exercised in 
avoiding any questions that might bring 
forth reflections on the Valparaiso pe 
lice. Then Capt. Schley took the 
stand and proceeded to give a resumé 
of the whole history of the ship since 
reaching Valparaiso. He spoke for 
over an hour, clearly and forcibly, and 
was listened to with great attention by 
the audience that crowded the court- 
room. He showed forth plainly the in- 
ception and growth of the anti-American 
spirit among Chileans, besides the many 
insults he was subjected to. He saw 
over seventy of his men on shore shortly 
before the riots began, and they were 
all-sober. But even if they had not 
been sober he declared that he saw no 
reason ue they should have been 
visited wi capital punishment for 
being drunk. 


The first witness today was Lieut. 
Uriel Sebree, U.S.N., executive officer 
ofthe Baltimore. He testified: 

On October 16, 117 men of the Baltimore | 
were granted twenty-four hours liberty. 
At the time there were also English. Ger- 
man and French men-of-war in port. and 
their men were granted liberty on shore. 
One German sailor had been attacked and 
beaten by some Chileans prior to October 
16, and it was reported the latter excused 
themselves by saying that they thought the 
man was an American. 1 went ashore 
October 16 at 2:30 with Capt. Schley and 
remained until 5:30. I saw during the 
afternoon thirty or forty of our sailors who 
were ashore. I remarked at the time to 
the captain that they were behaving very 
well. I saw not more than three who 
showed signs of having been drinking and 
they were not misbehaving. I do not re- 
member the namesof these men. Among 
those Isawon shore and who were per- 
fectly sober were J. Hamilton, carpenter's 
mate, and Jerry Anderson, a coal heaver. 
Both of these men were seriously wounded 
in the riot. I also saw Jerry Anderson at 8 
p.m., when he came aboard the ship badly 
injured. He was not under the influence 
of liquor. 


Dr..Stott was recalled and stated that 
when he first visited the hospital to 
look after Turnbull, Talbot, Davidson 
and Panter, he carefully asked the Sis- 
ter of Charityin charge of the room 
whether these men were drunk when 
they were brought into the hospital the 
night before. ‘Ihe Sister replied that 
they were sober. 


James H. Sears, lieutenant attached 
tothe Baltimore, was called. He tes- 
tified: 


On October 17 the commanding officer 
sent me ashore to call upon the Intendente 
and arrange about the funeralof Riggin, 
and also to endeavor to obtain the release 
of our men in the jail and hospital. I 
found sixty-one menin the jail and five in 
the hospital. The chief of police assured 
me that a numberof the men would be re- 
leased that evening, as there were no 
charges against them. Later in the day I 

rocured the re,ease of twenty men. The 

vdage of crimes offered to release the rest 
if I would guarantee their return if wanted 
by the Chilean court. I declined to 
give the guarantee and eleven men 
were retained in jail. The judge 
stated that there were no charges 
against the twenty -released, but that 
the eleven retained showed wounds and 
appeared to have been implicated in a dis- 
turbance and might be wanted in the inves- 
tigation of the affair. While I was collect- 
ing the men to return to our ship aclerk 
appeared with a paper which he asked: the 
men to sign. I told the men to stop sign. 
ing and asked the man what the paper was. 
He replied that it was a mere formality, 
stating that the men were not engaged in 
any disturbance ashore. The paper was in 
Spanish. Ontheclerk’s statement I per- 
mitted the mento sign. I did not read the 
paper : I was only slightly familiar with the 
Spanish language. The next day I re. 
turned to the jail to attend to the comfort 
ofthe men and to secure their release if 
possible. I pressed the judge to hurry the 
investigation, but the only reply I could 
get was ‘Manana”"’ On Monday, October 
19, I saw Riggin’s burial and tried to have 
the men in the hospital released. The 
judge refused, as the men had not been ex- 
amined. The next day, October 20, I was 
sent by Capt. Schley to attend the exami- 
nation of the eleven men. I was present 
when a few preliminary questions were 
asked by the clerk of the court, but when 
they were taken before the judge I was not 
permitted to be present on the ground that 
the examination was secret In the 
evening the men released. 
Capt. Schley had given a guarantee 
for the return of any of them that might be 
wanted bythe court. I was informed by 
some of the men several days later that at 
this examination they were required to 
sign a paper written in Spanish, which they 
were told was a mere formality, stating 
that they had taken no part in the riot of 
the 16th of October. It becoming reported 
that the men had signed an exoneration I 
asked them whetherthey had doneso. They 
all stated that they had not so far as they 
knew. When I tirst, on October 17, saw 
the articles alleged to have been taken 
from our men by the police there were 
several pocket-knives, a small revolver, two 
short knives and an iron pestle four inches 
long. Later, on October 20, I was again 
shown these articles. They then consisted 
of seven pocket-knives and an iron pestle, 
and I was told that those were all the 
weapons it was charged had been found on 
our men. None of those knives could 
properly be called weapons. The men were 
searched before they arrived at the prison. 

Henry McCrea, lieutenant U.S.N., at- 
tached to the testified as 
follows: 

On October 17 I went to the station and 
saw the judge of crimes and asked why our 
men were arrested, andif they could not 
be released. He replied that they could 
not go until an investigation was held. On 
November 20 I conducted nine men of the. 
Baltimore's crew to the court at Valparaiso. 
I was permitted to be present as intérpre- 
ter. Each in turn testified to the circum. 
stances of the riot, and wascalled upon to 
look at three Chilean sailors, who were 
present, and identify them if possible as 
participators in the riot. Inno case could 
our men identify them. The three Chile- 
ans also testified. The testimony of the 
men was dictated to the writer ‘rom thee 
judge’s notes, I remained and listened to 
this dictation, while the men were allowed 
to go out in the plaza for dinner. 
The dictation lasted three hours. Then 
the men were recalled, and I at once 
noticed that one of them, named McWill- 
jams, was drunk. All the other men 
signed their testimony, but McWilliams 
was too drunk todoso. I translated each 
man's testimony tohim before he signed. 
On December 1 I again attended court 
with five sailors. A number of .Chilean po- 
lice and sailors were also present as wit- 
nesses. Evidence was given as before. 
Wallace identified one Chilean as the one 
who robbed him on the day of the riot. 
Davidson thought he recognized another 
Chilean sailor as a oné.armed man whom 
he saw chasing Hamilton with a knife. 
|Langdon thought he recognized another 
sailor as one of the mob that attacked him, 
but could not swear tolt. Inthe examina- 
tion of witnesses by the court the subject 
of the actions of the police during the riot 
was studiously avoided. Onthe same day 
I was called toserve ON a commission to 
consider from what arm the bullet that 
killed Riggin was fired, The board con. 
_Sisted of a: -Chilean naval officer, a 
Chilean army officer and myself. We could 
not agree on a decision. reported that 
from my marenayetton I felt certain that 
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the bullet that killed Riggin was fired from 
a rifle or from a revolver of over 38-calhiber. 
It was, I believed, from a 45-caliber rifie, 
such as is used by the Chilean police. I had 
not seen in Valparaiso any revolvers of 
sufficiently large caliber to inflict such a 
wound. The Chilean officers thought it was 
fired from a revolver. 


Capt. Schley, commanding the Balti- 


more, was tifen called. He testified as 
follows: 


The Baltimore first arrived at Valpa- 
raiso April 7, 1891. She remained a little 
over amonth, when she went to Iquique to 
actin connection with the Itata matter: 
During this stay at Valparaiso the men 
were given liberty on shore repeatedly. 
There was no trouble of any kind. The 
residents were exceedingly cordial to us. 
When we arrived at Iquique it was in pos- 
session of the Congressionalists. The Junta 
in surrendering the Itata stated that they 
did so because they could not indorse so 
palpable a violation of the laws of neutral- 
ity. nor could they defend the action of 
their officers in escaping from the munici- 
pal authorities of San Diego. Neverthe- 
less, after her delivery the whole tone of 
the people changed. The papers stated 
that the United States was guilty of an act 
of injustice which could not be forgotten 
or forgiven. While at Callao the agent of 
the American Cable Company called on Ad- 
miral McCann and requested his aid to se- 
cure uninterrupted communication by 
cable between Valparaiso and Callao. The 
cable touched at Iquique on the way be~ 
tween the points, and the Junta had refused 
to allow messages to pass through. Admi- 
ral McCann instructed me to aid the com- 
pany if they wished to put a loop in the 
cable at sea beyond Chilean jurisdiction. I 
consulted with the consul at Iquique, and, 
finding him obdurate,I notified them that 
the cable boat would cut the cable and ad- 
vised them not to interfere. I went out 
with the cable boat and ascertained a point 
over five miles from the shore. The cable 
boat cut the cable and putin aloop. I then 
left Iquique and went to Caldera. 

On August 20I returned to Valparaiso. 
I arrived on the day of the battle of Con- 
con. Ifoundgreat excitement prevailing 
and thought it best not togive the men the 
leave. Within a week the battles of Vina 
del Mar and Placilla took place near the 
city. During the night after the last bat- 
tle the city was given over to pillage and 
rapine, andin the morning over 300 men, 
women and children lay dead in the streets. 
Many fires occurred. The same day a 
naval force was landed from the cruiser 
San Francisco to protect the American 
consulate. In a few days the Baltimore 
sailed for Mollendo, Peru, to land the refu- 
gees aboard. I returned at once to Val- 
paraiso and arrived September 14. The 
San Francisco at once sailed for San Fran- 
cisco. A few days after the American lega- 
tion at Santiago was surrounded by the po- 
lice and everyone leaving there was ar- 
rested. Great excitement prevailed, andI 
gave no leave for along time. But as af- 
fairs quieted down a little, and as all other 
men-of-war were giving leave to their men, 
I allowed 117 men to go on liberty on Octo- 
ber 16. At 2:30 p.m.,October 16, Iandmy 
first lieutenant went ashore for awalk. We 
saw alarge number of our sailors walking 
about the streets. Iwas much impressed 
with the cleanliness, sobriety and- good 
conduct of the men. The first lieutenant 
and I commented on this. I met Hamilton, 
one of the crew, who was afterward badly 
wounded. Hewas entirely sober and or- 
derly. Isaw also Jerry Anderson, who was 
afterward stabbed. He, too. was sober. I 
spoke to both. Isaw Talbott, Riggin. Stew- 
art, Wallace and Williams, all about i 
o'clock. All were sober. I left shore for 
the ship at 5:40 o'clock. Ihad seen fully 
seventy of the menonliberty. All wasthen 
quiet, About 8:30 I heard ‘of the riot. 

The next day Icalled onthe judge, and 
he saidto me: ‘This affair is a direct re- 
sult of the hatred felt by the lower ciasses 
to your men because you sided with the 
dictator.’ He stated that he had nothing 
against men still held, and 
they, eleven in number, were released 
the next day. Meanwhile I organized 
a board consisting of Lieuts. May 
and Sears and. Dr. White to investigate 
the trouble. The court sat from October 
19 to 21. The report surprised me. I did 
not know before that the assassination of 
my men had been so general, so cowardly 
and premeditated. Isent Dr. Stott to in- 
quire whether the wounded men in the hos- 
pital were sober when taken there on the 
night of October 16. The Sisters of Char- 
ity replied that they were. My men were 
sober and unarmed. Afterthis riot great 
coldness was shown us. We were neglected 
in all*ways and avoided by our former 
friends, aud many small discourtesies were 
shown us. No one, official or unofficial, 
ever expressed any regret for the treat. 
ment of my men. The newspapers tried to 
make it out merely adrunken quarrel, al- 
though I cannot see why Chileans should be 
held excusable for murdering my men, 
even if they were drunk. _Drunkenness is 
not punishable with death by any existing 
laws. 

Capt. Schley'’s testimony. concluded 
the investigation, and the court ad- 
journed. It will take a day or two 
more to reduce all testimony to writ- 
ing and have it duly signed.

NAVAL MOVEMENTS, 


Whereabouts of Warahips’that May be 
Used in Case of Trouble. 

WasutneTton, Jan 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Navy Department 
is informed that the: gunboat Benning- 
ton arrived at Montevideo today. -It is 
expected that the~Atlanta will arrive 
there this evening or tomorrow. These 
two vessels will increase the American 
fleet at that point to five, the others 
being the flagship Chicago, the Essex 
and the Yantic.

DYING 


The Prince of Wales’s Son is 
Critically 


Intense Anxiety all Over England 
About His Condition. 


Great Crowds Awaiting News Around 
Sandringham Hall. 


Death of Cardinal Manning this Morning— 
Over Four Hundred Lives Lost 
by the Sinking of a Chi- 
nese Steamer. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonvon, Jan. 13.—[By Cable and As 
sociated Press.] Great apprehension 
is felt by all classes of society regard- 
ing the condition of the Duke of Clar- 
ence and Avondale, heir presumptive te 
the throne. The attack of congestion 
of the lungs, from which he has been 
suffering, developed into a very serious 
case and the opinion is openly ex. 
pressed that the Duke will not recover, 
A bulletin issued this morning states 
that grave symptoms had supervened in 
the case and that the condition of the 
Duke was critical. No change in his 
condition up tol o’clock was noted, 
The condition of the Dukeis the sole 
topic of conversation in the clubs, ho- 
tels, railway stations and in every place 
where people congregate. There is 
no denying the fact that no: such 
anxiety and excitement has been 
displaved since 1871, when it was 
thought the Prince of Wales would 
die. Great crowds of all classe# gath- 
ered around Sandringham Hall and at 
the Mansion House, where the bulletins 
are posted. Much excitement is shows 
over their contents. A sensational ru 
mor tnat the Duke is dead is discredited. 
TheD uke’s malady developed so rapidly 
eariy this morning that his mother re 
mained at his bedside, refusing to take 
any rest throughout the night. Large 
groups of persons waited anxiously 
outside the gates of Sandringham 
Hall during the day trying to glean 
any information that could be obtained 
in regard to the condition of the pa- 


tient. Princess Mary told a friend that 
this is the seventh day of the Duke's 
illness. Vednesday last, she said, 


the Duke was a member of a party 
shooting overgame covers situated a 
long distance from Sandringham Hall” 
At luncheon he complained of not feel- 
ing well. He was seen to.shiver, and 
said he felt that he had taken cold. 
But after the meal he continued shoot- 
ing. Atthe conclusion of the sport he 
walked home instead of driving. That 
evening he dined with the assembled 
company, but was obliged to retire 
early. On Thursday efforts were made to 
dissuade him from joining the shooting 
party, but he insisted on doing so, say- 
ing that he felt equal to the exercise, 
After luncheon, however, he said he felt 
compelled to return home and left the 
party, going on foot. Princess Mary 
accompanied him. He became rather 
better during the evening, but the mal- 
ady began to declare itself on Friday. 
Until yesterday evening only one lung 
was seriously affected. This morning, 
however, an examination showed that 
both lungs were congested. The pa- 
tient suffers frequently trom acute pain 
and his breathing is difficult. The pa- 
tient is assiduously nursed by his 
mother, who is assisted by Princess 
Mary. Theregular nurse is Miss Hal- 
lam, known asSister Victoria. 

‘At 5 o'clock a bulletin was issued 
stating there had been a slight change 
for the better in the Duke’s condition. 

The greatest anxiety prevails at Os 
borne House, Isle of Wight, where the 
Queen is at present sojourning. She is 
connected by wire directly.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Something Definite About the 
Santa Monica Road. 


Stated That Reconstruction Work 


Will Begin Next Week, 


Some Important Track Changes on 
the Southern Pacific. 


Getting Away From Flood Waters and 
Cutting Down Grades—General, Lo- 
cal and Personal Rallway 

Mention. 


A private letter was received here 
yesterday bringing the information 
that the San Francisco men who pro- 
pose to reconstruct the Los Angeles and 
Pacific road, between Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica, will arrive in the city 
next week and take financial steps to- 
ward the work they. have. undertaken. 
The letter said that on the occasion of 
their visit they would inaugurate actual 
work upon the road, and once started it 
would be pushed through to comple- 
tion. The San Francisco’ people who 
are interested in this enterprise are 
known, but they have back of them 
some, as yet unnamed, capitalists from 
Puget Sound. It is asserted that the 
syndicate is able to rebuild a dozen such 
railroads as this, and.really mean _busi- 
ness in the case of the Los Angeles and 
Pacific. The approximate cost of put- 
ting the road in order is said to be only 
$125,000 or $130,000. Somebody is 
spending considerable money in making 
surveys and maps of the road, which is 
considered a pretty sure indication 
that the property will be put in shape 
sometime. The right-of-way along the 
route is all assured, the only pieces not 
yet secured being promised on condi- 
tion that the road is actually rebuilt 
and operated. 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC IN ARIZONA. 

Mention has been made of the fact 
that the Southern Pacific Company had 
rebuilt twenty-six miles of main line 
track in the Gila Valley, east of Yuma, 
on higher ground, out of reach of pros- 
pective floods. It is now stated that an 
additional ten miles will be built to the 
new piece of road, which will carry it

Animpertanttrack improvement has 
been begun on the Southern Pacific, 
between the stations Ochoa and Dragoon 
Summit, east of Tucson. At that point 
a heavy grade is being cut down to 1 
per cent., which will do away with the 
necessity of having a helping engine to 
take trains up the hill. The track is 
being put in good shape all along that 
section for the expected increase of 
trafic. 


On the Salt Lake division of the 
Sonthern Pacific the company has had 
considerable trouble battling with the 
snowstorms that rage there in all their 
fury. It hasbeen as hard to keep this 
division free from snow as it has been 
to keep the tracks open across the 
Sierras, for the snow packs when once 
it settles, and even the oldest snow 
fighter is baffled when he makes an at- 
tack on one of these drifts. It is on 
this division that most of the trouble is 
now encountered which makes the 
trains late over the central route. At 
the summit two huge rotaries stand 
ready at a minute’s notice to travel in 
opposite directions and meet those com- 
ing upon either side, and in the Sis- 
kiyou Mountains the roadway is cleared 
so that no serious delay may be ex- 
pected anywhere until after another 
storm.

The Reform School Iniquity. 


' "In reading the exposure of the trans- 


actions of the Reform School manage- 
ment embodied in the report of Expert 
Guinn, it may strike some people as pe- 
culiar that the fine Italian hand of Trus- 
tee Hervey Lindley does not appear 


more prominently in the allowances, 


perquisites and ‘‘velvet.’’ Thatis be- 
cause he has such a fine Italian hand. 
Hervey Lindley is the controlling spirit 
inthe management. He is by no means 
a difidernt person, and’ would be the 
last one to waive the doctrine that the 
chief laborer is worthy of the chief 
hire. 

The extravagances, misappropria- 
tions and irregularities which appear 
upon the surface of ‘things are nota 
‘‘marker’’ to what lies beneath, as Taz 
TIMEs expects to be abletoprove. They 
testify mainly to the vanity, petty 
greed and love of luxurious appoint« 
the State’s expense) on 
the part of Superintendent Lindley. 
How about the purchase of Whittier 
land? How about the purchase after- 
wards of an additional tract adjoining? 
How about the contract for the erection 
of a stable, fences and chicken-yard for 
$13,900 without inviting competitive 
bids? How about awarding a contract 
to Skinner & Co. for the other buildings 
at a figure $3435 in advance of another 
bid which was in hand? How about the 
expenditure of nearly $14,000 for fur- 
nishings, without inviting bids or secur- 
ing discounts? 

It may be only a coincidence, but it is 
a pretty well understood fact that,” at 
the time the Reform School was build- 
ing, Hervey Lindley erected a_ fine 
block ‘on South Broadway in this city. 
The same architect and the same con- 


_tractors who officiated at Whittier did 


Lindley’s work. It might be worth the 
attention of a grand jury to look care- 
fully into the contracts entered into on 
that Broadway block. If the real true 
inwardness of the transaction could be 
developed, it might be found that the 
architect and contractors worked for 
Hervey Lindley mainly for “love and 
affection.”® 

The trustees of the Reform School 
had disbursed up to October 20, 1891, 
the sum of $817,852.48 of State 
moneys. This is a very large sum, and 
if the same reckless extravagance (or 
worse) obtained all the way through as 
that which crops out on the surface, 
the item for ‘‘velvet’’ is very much un- 
derstated. Probably $100,000 would 
not much more thancover it. Thisisa 
very considerable sum for the State to 
pay for an article of luxury. 


“This matter of the Reform School man- 
agement ought to be thoroughly inquired " 
into by a new grand jury. Everg agent, 
contractor and tradesman who has had 
anything to do with the business from 
first to last ought to be required to go 
before that body and tell his story 
under oath, Contractor A. H. Don- 


| ecken, who received the first contract 


for erecting the stable, fences, chicken 
house, ete., for $138,900,  with- 
out competitive bids, would be a 
good man to Subpoena. Undoubtedly he 
was the contractor first in favor. He 
supposed he had a dead sure thing of it, 
and expected to have the job of erect- 


| ing the other buildings; but, for some 


unknown reason, the trustees threw him 
ovefboard, and awarded the contract to 
Skinner & Co. for $8435 more money. 
This made Donecken very angry at the 
time, and he threatened to *‘peach”’ on 
the gang.

Damron and the Lindleys, 

Jim Damron (the penman) used to be 
too profligate in his habits. His weak- 
ness for poker got away with him. 
Hence it was that, while he snatched 
avery handsome plum out of the Re- 
form School deal-—-amopnting probably 
to $6000 or $8000—it did not goa long 
way. Even items like thatof $50 for 
‘‘personal toilet’ are soon dissipated at 
poker. But Damron was a bold fellow 
and a venturesome. He must have 
money at any risk, and so 
forged the names of Hervey Lind- 
ley and Walter Lindley to notes 
and made a raise. He undoubt- 
edly calculated on the fact that they 
were deep enough in the Reform 
School deal with him to induce them to 
handle him very gently in case his ras- 
cality developed. Perhaps he connted 
on their paying off the forged note 
rather than set people generally (him- 
self included) to talking about things. 
Ae latter case he miscalculated; in 
t former he was all right. The 
Lindleys did deal gently, with him in 
his trial, and Hervey even testified that, 
from the nature of a conversation held 
between Damron and himself, the pen- 
man might have assumed the right to 
sign his (Lindley’s) name. That is to 
say, Lindley might have given an un- 
limited commission as attorney in fact 
to Jim (the penman) in a casual con- 
versation. Men of Hervey Lindley’s 
business acumen are doing that sort of 
thing every day, as we all know! Cer- 
tainly—yes! This story, gauzy as it was 
onthe face of it, satisfied a complais- 
ant jury,so thatthey acquitted Dam- 
ron.

Itis to be regretted that Foreman 
Bouton and his coadjutor on the late 
grand jury who filed a minority report 
failed to conform to the technical 
requirements of law by submitting 
their dissent to the jury while 
in session,. and. that, on this ac- 
count, it was found necessary by 
Judge Smith to strike the minority re- 
port from the record, All the same, 
the General succeeded in getting his 
points before the people, and the public 
has been apprised of the fact that there 
is a large-sized Senegambian in the 
cordwood of the Reform School.

A Resolution that Caused a Sensation 
in the House. 


Ex-Speaker Reed Gives His Opponents 
| a Humorous Rap. 


Indications that the Democratic Majority 
Will Imitate Their Brethren in New 
York in the Use ot the 
Closure.

WasiIncTon, Jan. 18.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The war cry of the 
Democratic leaders in the House was 
sounded by Representative Holman to- 
day, and if itis echoed by the Demo- 
cratic majority tomorrow the policy of 
the party in the coming session will 
be firmly established. Without warn- 
ing to the Republican side of the House 
Chairman Holman, of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, presented a_ resolu- 
, tion declaring it to be the judgment of 
the House that the granting of subsi- 
dies or bounties by Congress in public 
moneys or bonds, or by the pledge 
of the public credit to promote 
special private industries or  en- 
terprises, independent of the con- 
stitutional power of Congress, is 
unjust, impolitic and in manifest con- 
flict with the spirit of republican insti- 
tutions. The resolution further re- 
solves that in view of the present con- 
dition of the Treasury and because effi- 
cient and honest government can only 
be assured by the frugal expenditure of 
public money, while unnecessary and 
lavish expenditures lead inevitably to 
venal and corrupt methods, no money 
ought to be appropriated by Congress 
except such as ‘is manifestly neces- 
sary tocarry on the several depart- 
ments frugally, efficiently and honestly 
administered. 

Mr. Holman demanded the previous 
question on the adoption of the reso 
lution. 

Mr. Meyers of Louisiana moved ref- 
erence to the Committee on Ways and 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa and various 
other Republicans asked an opportunity 
for debate and Mr. McKenna of Califor- 
nia said that the resolution, if adhered 
to, would result in the defeat of all ap- 
propriation bills of any character ex- 
cept such as referred to departmental 
affairs. 

Mr. Henderson inquired if debate 
would be in order after the previous 
question were ordered. 

The Speaker pro tem. was of the 
opinion that it would not be. 

‘‘And this House will cease to be a de- 
liberative body,’’ said Mr. Reed of 
Maine. a repetition of the charge which 
had been so frequently hurled against 
himself, which caused the House, Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans alike, to break 
into a roar df laughter.

HASTY SILVER MEN. 


An Effort to Report a Free Coinage 
Bill Without Delay. 


A Breery Session of the House Colnage 
Committee — The White Metal’s 
Friends Overwhelmingly in — 
the Majority.

Wasuineton, Jan. 18.—[By the Ass 
ciated Press.] Immediately after the 
House Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures effected an organization 
this morning Mr. Pierce of Tennessee 
offered, a resolution to report a free 
silver bill without delay. The discuss- 
ion that arose on the resolution showed 
that the committee is a free coinage 
committee, though both the free silver 
and anti-free silver men oppdsed the 
adoption of the resolution on the ground 
that it was too precipitate. The reso- 

lution was as follows: 

Resolved, that it is the sense of this com- 
mittee thata bill for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver should be reported to the 
House without delay. MSR 

The resolution was unexpected by 
most other members of the committee 
and rather irregular, but it had the ef- 
fect desired of pressing the question to 
the front. 

Mr. Kilgore of Texas said he had no 


doubt the committee would report'a)| =. 


free coinage bill, but he saw no necess- 
ity for adopting such a resolution at the 
first committee meeting. 

Mr. Bartine, leader of the Republican 
silver men in the last Congress, said he 
was as heartily in favor of free coinage 
as any man, but as it was the first meet- 
ing of the committee and two members 
opposed to free coinage were absent, it 
looked like a snap judgment to pass the 
resolution. : 

Mr. Williams of Massachusetts pro- 
tested against the resolution in quite a 
long speech. He warned the majurit 
that if they sincerely believed they ha 
a just cause, hasty and oppressive 
methods in forwarding that cause 
would be the best argument that could 
be used against them and against their 
cause. 

Mr. Stone of Pennsylvania op 
the resolution as being a verdict taken 
before any evidence was put in. He 
said he was electnd ona free silver 
platform, but did not wish to have the 
question “forced until he had a little 
more light. ’ 

Mr. Robertson of Louisiana came opt 
strongly for free coinage and against 
unnecessary delay, but thought the res- 
olution should not be adopted just yet. 

Chairman Bland also thought the res- 
olution might go over, but suggested 
that a change in its form might make 
it unobjectionable. The resolution 
could be modified so as to simply an- 
nounce it to be the purpose of the com- 
mittee totake np the coinage question 
at once. 

No opposition was manifested to this 
modification. Mr. Pierce finally with- 
drew his resolution for the present, 
and by common consent the subject 
went over until the next meeting. 

The sentiment of the committee 
seems to be averse to any prolonged 
hearings that will prevent considera- 
tion of the subject by the House till the 
session is well advanced, though the 
members are willing to hear arguments 
to the point and not unusually lengthy. 
‘The roll call showed ten out of thirteen 
members present, the absentees being 
Tracy (Dem.) of New York, Taylor 
(Rep.) of Illinois, McKeighan (Ind.) of 
Nebraska.. 

After the meeting Chairman Bland 
said to an Associated Press réporter: 
“There is no doubt the sense of the

‘The Liability of Stoekbolders in Cor« 
| porations Defined, 


When the Statute of Limitations Be- 
comes Operative.. 


The Rights Guaranteed by the Constita- 
tlon Cannot be Abridged by Legisla. 
| tive Enactment—A Delicate 
Point of Law Involved. 


In Department Five yesterday Judge 
Lucien Shaw rendered his decision 
overruling the demurrer interposed by 
the defendants to the complaint in the 
case of J. R. Elliott vs. H. H. Boyce et 
@l., an action to recover upen the indi- 
Vidual liability of the stockholders of 
the Gladstone Improvement Company, 
a relic of the boom, in acoordance with 
the following opinion filed therein: 

The gole question upon this demurrer is 


whether or not plaintiff's cause of-action-+ 


is barred by sec. 359 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure. And this depends upon whether 
ithe statute of limitations begins to run at 
the time the debt sued on was contracted 
_or at the time it matures. or rather at the 
‘ime it would mature according to the orig. 
inal contract, for it seems to be settled 
that subsequent extensions of time to the 
corporation do not affect the right 
against the stockholders nor prevent or 
suspend the running of the statutory pe- 
riod of limitation. Butthere are no deci- 
sions directly upon the question whether 
when the contract for creating a debt 
makesit payable at a future time the stat- 
ute begins torun at the time it was con- 
tracted or at the time it matures. 

There are cases which séem to decide 
this question. (Davidson vs. Rankin, 34 
Cal., 505; Mitchell vs. Beckman, 64 Cal., 
122; Hyman vs. Coleman, 82 Cal., 653.) 

But upon examining these cases it ap- 
ene that the precise question in issue 

ere Gid not arise. In each one of them 
.the cause of action was created and ac- 
crued at the same period of time and by the 
Same act....Hence the language used in 
those cases tothe effect that the liability 
commences and a right of action accrues 
against the corporation and the stockhold- 
ersatthe same time, being applicable to 
the facts then before the court, was liter: 
ro | and necessarily true, but it does not 

the inquiry here. 

There is some ambiguity in the section 
under consideration when applied to this 
case, The language is, ‘‘Such actions must 
be brought within three years after the dis- 
covery by the aggrieved perty of the facts 
upon which the nalty or forfeiture at- 
tached, or'the liability was created.’’ Now, 
does this tiean ‘‘within three years after 
the discovery by the aggrieved party of the 
facts upon which . the liability was 
created" or ‘‘within three years after the 
liability was created?" 

In the case of Moore vs. Boyd (74 Cal., 
171,) the Supreme Court decides that the 
former is the correct construction. The 
Same case decides that where the books of 
the corporation, at the time the debt was 
contracted, showed who the stockholders 
were, the creditor must be held to have 
knowledge at that time of the facts upon 
which the liability was created 

The complaint in the case before the 
Court is silent upon the question as to when 
the plaintiff Giscovered who the stock- 
holders were, and also as to whether the 
books disclosed the facts. 

I think it must be presumed that the 
usual course of business and the require. 
ments of law was followed, and that the 
corporation kept its books as the law re. 
quired, and therefore that the plaintiff 
knew, or is presumed to have known, at the 
time the contract was made, who.the stock. 
holders were, there being no averment to 
the yin eke 

If the making of the debt was the crea- 
tion of the liability it necessarily follows 
that the action should ‘have been begun 
within three years from the time the con- 
tract was made, The contract was made in 
1887 and the action was begun in Novem- 
ber, 1891, more than three years there- 
after. In such case, therefore, the action 
would be barred by the provisions of sec. 
359 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 

But it is obvious that a rather anomalous 
condition may arise out of this construc- 
tioa of .the statute. For it will be seen at 
once that if the contract with the corpora- 
tion by which the debt is created gives a 
credit of more than three years, and the 
suit cannot be brought against the stock- 
holders until the cause of action accrues 
against the corporation, then the limitation 
may run in favor of the stockholders be- 
fore the creditors could possibly begin a 
suit against them, and in such case there 
would practically be no liability of the 
stockholders. The only answer to this 
reductio ad absurdum is that the liability of 
tBe stockholder is itself the creation of the 
law and must be governed by the provisions 
of the law as mafe; that as the creditor 
had no recourse against the stockholders, 
without the statute, he cannot complain if 
the recourse given him is limited to cases 
where he does not give a three years’ 
credit, and as he must be held to have made 
his contract with knowledge of this pro- 
vision of the law he suffers no hardship 
nor injustice by its application. This 
would sufficient if the lability of the 
stockholder were the creation of the 
statute law alone. 

But the liability is credited by the constitu- 
tion. Art. XII, sec, 2, provides that ‘Each 
stockholder of a corporation or joint stock 
association shall be individually and per- 
sonally liable for such proportion of all its 
debts and Mabilities, contracted or incurred 
during the time he was a stockholder, as 
the amountof shares or stock owned by 
him bears to the whole of the subscribed 
capital stock.’’ 

e provisions of the constitution are 
mandatory and prohibitory. A right guar- 
anteed in the constitution cannot be im- 

red, limited or restricted by any act of 
he Legislature. If the construction con- 
tended for by the defendants is the cor- 


rect one it would restrict the operation of’ 


the constitution to such debts as were not 
made upon a credit ot three years or over. 
The language of the constitution includes 
all debts contracted or incurred. If the 
statute is given the construction contended 
for; then the stockholders would be indi- 
vidually liable for only a part of the debts 
and the right given by the constitution 
would to that extent be taken away. It is 
true that the constitution must be held to 
allow the enactment of a statute of limita- 
tions, which, after the lapse of a given time, 
will out off the rights thereby created. 
But it is one of the conditions upon which 
statutes of limitation are allowed to stand 
that they must be reasonable. 

Where the Legislature has fixed a time 
within whick the action must be brought 
thé courts will go farin holding such time 
reasonable, however short it may be. But 
the creditor must have sometime. He must 
have an opportunity to bring his action: 
Under the code thus construed, if he gavea 
credit-‘of more than three years he could 
never maintain an action against the stock- 
holder, and’ bis constitutional right wo 
be taken away. It would be barred before. 
it accrued, - 

It may be said that the effect of the stat- 
ute is that the creditor may bring his action 
against the stockholder at once, without 
waiting for the debt to mature; that the li- 
ability of the stockholder is original and 
does not depend on the'terms of tbe con- 
tract ,.with the corporation, but accrues 
and matures when the debt is contracted. 

But the consequences of this doctrine are 
too absurd to‘allow it to be seriously con- 
sidered. . lt, would permit creditors to col- 
lect their debts before they became due. 
Under sich alaw no one would ever be a 
stockholdér of a corporation. 

I take-it, therefore, that if the law under 
consideration will bear no other construc- 
tion than that for which defendants con- 
tend then it must be held to be unconstitu- 


A statute must be construed so as to make 
it harmonize with the constitution if sucha 
construction is possible and reasonable.: I 
think the provision under consideration is 
susceptible of such a construction. 

It ig a self-evident proposition that a pe- 
riod prescribed as a limitation of the time 
of nhing an action does not begin to 
run until a cause of action has accrued. 
Theré must be a cause.of action which has 
accrued vefore the right to begi~ *he action 
can be limited. The right of acuou niust

The liability which is referred to in sec-

bility, that is, one upon which an action 
can be begun. 

The “‘creation” of such a liability must 
be a process which may require time. [fit 
is true, as must be conceded, that no action 
can be ag against a stockholder on his 
individual liability until the debt is ma- 
tured by the terms of the contract with the 
corporation by which it was incurred, then 
there is no actionable liability against the 
stockholder until the debtisdue. Until the 
maturity of the debt the liability is only in 
choate. Jt may never become an action- 
able liability. It may be extinguished by 

ayment or release before maturity. The 
acts which create the liability of the 
stockholder then must be, first, his 
ownership of the stock; second, the con- 
tracting of the debt by the corporation, and 


| third, the maturing of that debt according 


to the contract without payment. All these 
must happen before there can be — lia- 
bility -created. Until they have all hap- 
pened the process of creation is not com- 
plete It is in this sense that the words 
must have been used in section 359. The 
fact of the maturity and non-payment of the 
debt cannot be discovered until it happens, 
and the creditor has three years from the 
happening of this event, at least, within 
which to begin the action. — 

“In this case it appears that one of the in- 
stallments of the debt matured less than 
three years before the action was begun. 
To that extent the complaint states a cause 
of action, and the demurrer is therefore 
overruled. | LucIEN SHAW, Judge, 


MR. GUINN’S REPORT. 


The Reform School Disclosures Create 
a Genuine Sensation. 


vored by the People—No Action Yet 
Taken by Judge Smith —A 
“Whitewashing”’ Affair. 


The publication of Prof. J. M. Guinn’s 
“stolen report’’ (reproduced) on the 
Whittier Reform School yesterday morn- 
ing created a genuine sensation. It 
was talked about all over the city, and, 
while the Whittier ‘‘nabobs’’ were 
handled without gloves, the grand jury 
also came in for a full share of adverse 
criticism. The general opinion seemed 
to be that, even assuming that nothing 
grossly criminal had been developed, 
the report showed on its face that the 
management of the institution had been 
wasteful and extravagant in the ex- 
treme; that the law had been repeatedly 
violated and the violations covered by 
the flimsiest subterfuges; that expenses 
had been incurred for which there was 
no warrant or necessity, and that grave 
irregularities had been winked at; and 
how, with all these facts before them, 
the grand jury could send in sucha re- 
.portas they did was beyond the com- 
prehension of the average citizen. 

A leading lawyer, when asked the 
question, yesterday, stated that there 
was nothing to prevent a new grand 
jury being at oncecalled. The law pro- 


grand jury empaneled every twelve 
months, but there is nothing to prevent 
Judge Smith calling another if the oc- 
casion demands it, which it certainly 
does in this case. 


the opinion that a new grand jury 
should be called at once, and that every- 
thing in connection with the Whittier 
school, from its inception, should be 
brought out. It was urged that imme- 
diate steps should be taken at once to 
bring about a change in the manage- 
ment of the institution, which, even if 
it is not actually corrupt, does not have 
a proper idea of the value of money 
when the State foots the bills, and that 
asit is a new institution it should be 
started out on a proper basis, so that 
abuses will not be allowed'to grow into 
customs. 


Contrary to expectation Judge smith 
took no action yesterday on Mr. Guinn’s 
report. The document is on the 
files of his court, and there is much cu- 
riosity to see whether judicial cogni- 
zance will be taken of that fact or 
whether it will be ignored. : 

In the

pressed evidence and sudden change of 
opinion. It is openly stated that it is 
known when it was determined to send 
in a ‘‘whitewashing’’ report and other 
facts are gradually becoming public.

ELMIRA REFORMATORY. 
The Principal Keeper of the Institution in 
: the City. 
Among the visitors in the city at 
present is Irving P. Winnie of Elmira, 


N. Y. Mr.--Winnie~is the principal 
keeper of the New York State Reforma- 
tory for juvenile‘ and misdemeanor or 
first-offense men, located at Elmira, 
and has for years been connected with 
reformatory institutions. The Elmira 
Reformatory is the only one of the kind 
in the country, and is, in one sense, a 
new departure in the handling of crim- 
‘imals. In addition to juvenile offenders 
of the age of 16 vears or-over, misde- 
meanor or first-offense men up to 30 
years of age are taken. That is, men 
under 80 years old convicted of a felony 
for the first time are sent to the re- 
formatory instead of the penitentiary, 
where they are taught a trade and kept 
on probation for a year or more, and, if 
satisfactory, are then released. The 
original sentence is, however, held over 
them, and in case of a second offerte is 
enforced, together with the additional 
penalty inflicted in the latter case. ~ 
Mr. Winnie speaks very highly ‘of the 
Elmira Reformatory, and thinks that the 
problem of how to ‘handle youthful 
offenders has been solved by it. It is 
not known whether or not Mr. Winnie 
approves of the use of $8 corkscrews, 
champagne tumblers, liquor glasses, 
velvet, folding beds and similar ac- 
cessories asa means of elevating the 
tastes of inmates of reformatories, but 
he will make a visit to Whittier during 
-his visit to Southern California, when 
their uses will probably be expidined.

The Court Held That the Killing of Kim- 
ball was Justifiable. 


Henry W, Kellar, the deputy sheriff 


who shot and killed Charles H. Kimball, |. 


the saloon keeper at Santa Monica, last 
Saturday while Kimball was resisting 
arrest, had his preliminary examination 


before Justice Austin of the Police} 


Court yesterday and was discharged 
without being called upon to put in any 
evidence in his own defense. ‘ 

The defendant was represented by 
Stephen M. White, Esq., and G. W. 
Morgan, Esq., and the people by Deputy 

District Attorney Phibbs. 

The first witnesses called were the 
doctors who made a post-mortem, and 
they all testified that but one shot was 
fired and the bullet first entered Kim- 
ball’s arm, making a slight wound, and 
then passed into his neck, giving him 
his death wound. 


Charles Roschette, the pugilist who | 


has been in training at Kimball’s, was 
sworn, but his testimony was so contra- 
dictory that no dependence could be 
putin his statements and under cross- 
examination he 21dmitted that he was so 
excited that he did not know exactly 
what did take place. 

Carl Rapp, the newsboy who was 
making a firein the card-room next to 
the saloon, testified that he heard Kim- 
ball threaten to go down town after 
Kellar, and a few minutes later Kimball 
ran inthe room and grabbed his shot- 
‘gun andthe next thing he heard was 
Constable Dexter saying, ‘‘Hold up, 
Charley, hold up!’’ or words to that ef- 
fect, and the next second a shot was 
fired. 

At noon the prosecution rested, and 
Mr. White moved the Court to discharge 
Kellar on the grounds that the prose- 
cution had failed to make out a case. 

The motion was argued almost all aft- 
ernoon and at 4 o’clock the motion was 
submitted and in afew .minutes the 
Court discharged the defendant.
